GOOD CATCH. 

Check Swindlers In New York, 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana. 

A Hew Method of Raising the Wind 
by an Organized Gang.

New York, Nov. 9.— After many 
.weeks of patient work the police of 
this city, assisted by the Chicago po- 
lice and the Pinkerton agency, have 
succeeded In bagging a remarkable 
gang of check and' draft swindlers. 
For six months the forgers have flit- 
ted about the west and east, leaving 
forged drafts behind them in each 
place they visited. 

Their method, according to the po- 
lice, was an entirely new one and of 
a sort which proved successful every 
time it was tried. Of the four mem- 
bers of the gang, three are now in cus- 
tody, one in Michigan, one in Chicago 
and one in this city. 

The fourth is the J. B. Lyons, or 
Harry Rhodes, who escaped from the 
Goshen (N. Y.) jail in the latter part of 
September, and is still at liberty. Ly- 
ons/ or Rhodes, Is better known as Kid 
Smith. The other men are Walter H. 
Peters, Willis Herbert Connor and Wil- 
liam Thomas. The last to be nabbed 
was Petera 

The gang got together last June and 
planned a general swindle of banks, 
merchants and hotelkeepers through- 
out the country. The men met In Chi- 
cago and made their plans. Peters Is 
an expert lithographer, and his Work 
was to print the necessary drafts and 
forge the necessary signatures, while 
Connor and Smith got rid of the paper: 
It was resolved from the first that nc 
forged checks would be used unless 11 
became absolutely necessary to nego- 
tiate one In order to get sufflolenl 
funds to get out of some temporary 



Connor and Smith, it was agreed, 
should go out on the road as commer- 
cial travelers. Peters was to stay, in 
Chicago and send drafts to them as 
fast as they could get rid of them. In 
his letters he would pose as their em- 
ployers, wording each epistle in a busi- 

some well known firm to each one. The 
police have in their possession a lot 
of these letters. They illustrate bet- 
ter than anything else why the men 
were.so successful. In them Peters in- 
sists on the salesmen cutting iown ex- 
penses aa business is very bad. lie gen- 
erally orders them to take anew route, 
mentions some firm In the next town 
which he want* thorn to be sure and 
visit, says that he expects an order 
and winds up by a reference to the in- 
closed draft. 

Altogether the usual letter is a busi- 
ness-like one and apt to impress a ho- 
tel clt-rk. 

The early travels of the alleged com- 
mercial travelers, however, were 
through Ohio and Indiana, and every 
place they went they passed their 
drafts on merchants, hotel-Keepers 
and even on banks. Peters kept send- 
ing on the drafts aa fast as Connor and 
Smith could get rid of them, K.i -h 
man had equipped himself with a lay- 
out of cigar samples, the better to car- 
ry ont their schema, and thev spent 
large amounts of money wherever they 
went. In each place visited they 
changed as much ss possible their iier- 
sonallty. 

Michigan was visited when Ohio and 
Indiana had become hot for the pair. 
In Michigan precisely the same game 
was worked, and there, as far as can 
be learned, IS drafts for amounts vary- 
ing from $100 to $500 were cashed. In 
Ohio and Indiana 30 of the drafts were 

The police of the entire country were 
put on the track of the swindlers. 

The amount of money secured is not 
known, but bankers estimate it at $75,-

KENTUCKY FOR M KINLEY. 



LorisviiXK, Ky., Nov. 9.— The repub- 
lican state campaign committee will 
close up shop Monday. Chairman Sam 
Roberts issued hi* final bulletin Hun- 
day afternoon. It is as follow*: 

Practically complete official return* 
give McKinley 444 plurality in Ken- 
tucky, unofficial advices Indicating 
that the four missing counties will in- 
crease rather than decrease these 
figures. The republican* elect four 
member* of congress and a judge of 
the highest court of the state for 
an eight year term, and by the fill- 
ing of vacancies have secured a 
majority of two In the general assem- 
bly on joint ballot, which insures the 
election of a republican successor to 
Senator Blackburn. The total vote of 
the state will approximate 425,000, with 
an increase of 70,000 over last year's 
vot* and 35,000 more than the highest 
estimates before the election. The re- 
publican vofe.lncreosed about 4.000 over 
Bradley's vote a year ago, which was 
17,000 higher than ever before cast lu 
a presidential election. The demo- 
cratic vote was 25,000 higher. These 
will give some idea of the intensity ol 
the political struggle through which 
Kentucky has just passed."

AN OUTRAGE 

Committed on An American Cit- 
izen Residing in Cuba.

The Spaniard* gave chase and the reb- 
el* fled In order to discover the hid- 
ing place of the fugitives, the Spanish 
forces divided into squad* of 50 men 
and sent them in different direc- 
tion*, and one of these partlei 
went to the estate owned by a Cuban, 
where Frederick L Oraycraft, a notiv« 
lof Indiana and only two years in 
'Cuba, was manager. They forced trie 
furniture and

Jones, tn his annual report for the fis- 
cal year ending Juna 80, 1806, states 
that there has during the time been a 
Saving of $3,879,085, ana also shows an 
improvement in the service of deliver- 
ing tha volume of mail matter. 

The number of presidential post of- 
fices is 8,064, the salaries of the post- 
masters being 86,208,000, and the total 
gross receipts from these oillccs were 
800,883,804. 

Mr. Jonoa recommende that 817, 
000 be appropriated to com 
aate postmasters for the next 
fiscal year.
